The Texas yiehl in 11MIf 
was 1,880,210 hnl«>s of 500 pounds 
or 624,000 half's more then 1011

United States was approximately 
3,000,000 bales less than in 1011. 
The excessive yield in Texas was 
absorbed by floods, drouths and 
unfavorable conditions in other 
Southern statf*s. The w orld’s con­ 
sumption of cotton in 1011 ь re­ 
ported by our Census Bureau to 
hf* 20,402,000 bales of 500 pounds 
net and the 1012 production will, 
according to reliable estimates, 
fall slightly иmlf*r these figures.

Nine Forage Crops on a Dry Soil. 
On a dry and 
gravelly 
soil 
farmers of tin* Milan, Italy*, < 1 is - 
trict harvest as many as nine for 
age crops ill a single year, accord­ 
ing to statements made by agricul­ 
tural experts to members of the 
! American Commission on A gricul­ 
tu r a l Co-operation. 
The secret of 
I the extreme fertility of this region 
j lies in the system of irrigation, 
which was shown to the Ameri­ 
cans. 
In the days when Milan was i 
powerful independent power, the 
victories of the Milanese troops 
were celebrated not hv statutes, 
hut by the more sensible idea of 
building 
canals 
or 
irrigating 
systems. 
As a consequence tin* 
country about the city is honey­ 
combed 
with 
irrigated 
ditches. 
About twenty* years ago, a plant 
was erected by* the government to 
carry the sewage of the city* into 
these ditches. 
From 
the 
main 
canals the sewage charged water 
is carried through the irrigating 
ditches into the fields. 
This water spreads thinly* over 
the fields and since it has a com­ 
paratively high tem perature the 
fields are kept green and 
pro­ 
ductive for all except about 40 
days of the year, despite the fact 
that the winters are comparative­ 
ly 
severe. 
The 
heavy 
forage 
crop which this system 
makes 
possible is responsible 
for 
the 
great development <>t‘ the dairy 
industry* of this district. 
Large 
quantities of cheese and condens­ 
ed milk are exported each year 
to countries which have 
better 
natural facilities for dairy* pro ­ 
ducts than 
the 
country* 
about 
Milan. 
Even the street sweepings of 
the city are used to increase the 
productivity* of the neighboring 
farms. 
Bones and other refuse 
m atter of a similar character are 
used in the m anufacture of fer­ 
tilizers. and the manure is sold 
to the farmers engaged in inten­ 
sive agriculture, principally* 
in 
raising silk worms. The fertilizer 
sales are insufficient to meet the 
expenses of operating the system. 
The cost balance is made up thru 
taxes. 
Abundant labor is needed 
to 
obtain 
the 
agricultural 
results 
which the statistics of this district 
show. 
But progressive methods 
are also depended upon. American 
farm 
machinery* 
is 
frequently 
seen by the American visitors in 
Northern Italy. 
W here such in­ 
tensive cultivation is practiced it 
is profitable to use large quanti 
ties of fertilizers and manure. 
To the south of Milan where most 


of the irrigated lands are situated 
the farms are about 250 acres. 
The principle industry of these 
farms is dairying, the herds aver­ 
aging from 100 to 150 cows. 
The 
milk is used in cheese 
making 
chiefly*. 
I he American Commis­ 
sioners were shown some exci*l- 
lent types ot co-operative dairies, 
which are peculiarly fitted to the 
type of farm er in that district, 
who can not profitably make his 
butter and market his produce 
alone as his farming is on too 
small a scale. 
The fact must not be lost sight 
of that the Italian farmers are 
I rogressiug and that their pro­ 
gress is based upon thrift. 
The 
lesson learned by the American 
Commission has been a lesson in 
industry* and thrift.
